THE SITUATIOH EXTREMELY GRAVE, 


And a .Bloody Race War Possible—- 


The Situation Further Compli- 


cated by a Strike of 


'Longshoremen. 


NEW OBLEASS, Oct. 29.—The strike 


situation in this city has assumed a 
very serious phase, and a race war-of 
serious 
proportions is threatened. 


This afternoon at 2:30 o'clock there 
was B good deal of excitement on the 
levee between Jackson and Sixth 
streets, the scene of Saturday's riot, 
caused by the report that a force of 
armed negroes were en route to the 
scene to avenge the aotlon of the mob 
on Saturday. A large body of poliae 
w as sent to the scene and trouble was 
averted. 


To-night the men are congregated in 


the neighborhood and the report is 
that both the negroes and whites are 
preparing for a scrimmage .to-morrow. 
. The governor arrived in the city to- 
n'ight and held a long conference with 
the board of directors of the cotton 
exchange. It is expected that he will 
order out the militia. The English 
consul has sent a report to Washing- 
ton.

It would be vastly better for 
these people if, through a reduction of 
freight, they were enabled to buy good 
dressed meat instead of the offal of 
live animals. The advantages of ship- 
ping only dressed meat are manifest. 
We would thereby retain the offal 
here, which is useful in enriching the 
soil. The packer would also secure a 
more compact bulk, and enhanced 
value to his product in its entirety, 
and,a reduced cost of transportation, 
three items that would enable him to 
sell his product at a lower rate. 
"I expect to be able to show in my 


next annual report the number of live 
animals we have shipped to Europe, 
and our proportion of all the live ani- 
mals imported into Great Britain. The 
fact of the matter is that we have in- 
creased our trade in that direction 
enormously and have supplanted many 
of the large dealers in Great Britain." 


Mr. Morton said that he learned a
